he three varieties most used for food in 
his country—tho ox, sheep and swine—do 
•our readers imagine the people of -this city 
lay and devour weekly, on an average P— 
he reader who has not particularly observ- 
jd or reflected upon the subject, would not 


>e likely to guess with much accuracy.— 
Phe whole number of these animals weekly 
slaughtered and eaten here ranges from 
iftecn to twenty-five thousand, often Tun- 
ning as high as twenty thousand per \reek. 
The number actually slaughtered is not, of 
course, precisely the same as that of the ag- 
jrcgate herds which arrive here, w/eek by 
reek, from all points of the compass; yet 
he average of arrivals,and of slaughter will 
lot vary much in the long run, ns every hog 
is destined to the knife ; and comparatively 
few of the other kinds of animals that pass 
through the great market in 14th street, are 
so fortunate as to escape the bu.tchcr. The 
total arrivals of sheep, swine, cows, calves 
and bullocks, last week, were 16,759; week 
before, 20,138. 


The Mayor and his partisans, who expe- 


rienced so seTere a rebuff in the decision of 
the Court of appeals against them relative 
to the Police act, are'catching it' again in 
the matter of the Street Commissioner's off- 
ice. Judge Peabody, of the Supreme Court 
having decided that Mr. Charles Devlin, 
Mayor Wood's appointee to that oilice, has 
no proper claim thereto, but that the situ- 
ation rightly belongs to Mr. 1).

How this question 
would turn, if carried to the Appeal Court, 
is by no means certain; it is quite possible 
Judge Peabody might foil to he sustained 
in that body—and perhaps rightly, too.— 
But even in that case, it does not follow 
that the course of the Mayor and his friends 
has been either wise or prudent, in the 
premises.
